A resolution has passed Both branches 


of the city council, ordering the commis- 
Hioners of sinking fuuds to turn into the 
city treasury nil tho cash nnd securities 
belonging to the sinking fund for the re- 
duction of the ordinary city debt. 
^o 


doubt the purpose of this resolution is to 
get the value of chia particular fund into 
tho city treasury, where it: will he avail- 
able ns cash for tho use of tho city. Wheth- 
er the '.vise men who drew the resolution 
blundered or'not is a question. At pres- 
ent there i3 practically no cash in tho 
Kinking fund referred to, as all the cash 
has been invested by order of the Supreme 
court. To turn the securities into the city 
treasury would not accomplish the result 
which tho statesmen look for. 
The bonds 


would have to bo sold on the open market, 
ami according to several bond dealers and 
their attorneys, it would be necessary for 
the commissioners of sinking funds to exe- 
cute an instrument releasing these bonds 
for sale before anyone would take them. 
Under the resolution, the commissioners 
have received no such authority, nnd they 
cannot of their own volition sell bonds at 
sny time, without a vote of the city coun- 
cil 
authorizing 
them to do so. The

will buy such a bond without the instru- 
ment of release referred to. Had the 
statesmen -of city hall authorized and 
directed the commissioners to sell the 
securities on the market, and turn in the 
proceeds to the city treasury, there would 
probably be no difficulty.

ity of the proceedings in the Supreme 


' court against the commissioners of sink- 


ing funds.

Saturday, Mr. J. Mosisian, well known 


among the Armenian people of this city 
received a letter from a friend in Harpoot 
Turkey, informing him that his lather, 
brother, sister and two cousins were killed 
'by the Turkish soldiers. 
Mr. Jlosisian 


has translated the letter /or THE Sux, and 
It is given below: 


HAKPOOT, Turkey, Jan. 3, 1S9G. 


Dear friend J. Mosisian 


The first thing I will tell you is that 


-while we (the population of the village 
of Tadem) were iu the village and wer.3 
minding our own business, suddenly we 
learned that the village was surrounded 
by the Turks and Turkish soldiers, and a 
horrible panic fell upon us. 


While the people inquired of ohe an- 


other ,'TV hat is this" what is this?" ten 
ol the Turks who were the leaders of the 
troops came into the village and went 
right to the house of Hadjy Bazos (who is 
the leader of the Turks in this village.) 


'We do not know why they went there, 


bnt after an hour or two they called our 
two priests and ten of the prominent Ar- 
menians anti said to them: "We have nn 
order 
from 
our own government to 


kill 
all the 
Armenians 
here 
be- 


cause they have plotted against our gov- 
ernment. 
But first it is our duty to as"k 


yon whether or not your people will serve 
the true religion that we have. If they do 
not we are compelled to carry out the or- 
ders we have received." 


Then one of the priests answered and 


said: "it is rather easier to dit* in Christ 
than to live in that way. I cannot tell 
the people to serve Mohammed, because 
I have told the people many times that 
Christ is our Saviour, and I cannot tell 
them to deny Christ and believe in Mo- 
hammed. '' 
. "When th« priest finished speaking they 
cut him into pieces aud then did the same 
to the others. The soldiers' were com- 
manded to anack the village and to spare 
none of the Armenians.

A resolution has passed both tranches 


of the city council, ordering tho commis- 
sioners of sinking funds to turn into the 
city treasury all the cash and securities 
belonging to the sinking fund for the re- 
duction of tha ordinary city debt. 
No 


doubt tho purpose of this resolution is to 
pet tho value of this particular fund into 
the city treasury, where it will be avail- 
able as cash for the use of tho city.. Wheth- 
er tha wise men who drew the resolution 
blundered or not is a question. At pres- 
i-at there is practically no cosh in tho 
»i nking fund referred to, as all the cash 
li:n been invested by order of the Supreme 
court. To turn the securities Into the city 
treasury would not accomplish the result 
which tlie statesmen look fCT. The bonds 
would have to be sold on the open market, 
and according to several bond dealers and 
their attorneys, it would bo necessary for 
the commissioners of sinking funds to cxo- 
c-utc an instrument releasing these bonds 
for sale before anyone would take them. 
Under tho resolution, the commissioners 
have received no such authority, and they 
cannot of their own volition sell bonds at 
any time, without a vote of the city coun- 
cil 
authorizing 
them to do so. The

•will buy such a bond without the instru- 
ment of release referred to. Had the 
statesmen of city hall authorized anc 
directed the commissioners to sell the 
securities on the market, and turn in the 
proceeds to the city treasury, there would 
probably be no difficulty. 


All this brings to mind the total absurd- 


ity of tho proceedings in the Supreme 
court against the commissioners of sink- 
ing funds. 
At that time tho commission' 


ers made answer, to the court that this 
particular sinking fund was in a state of 
doubt. A resolution ordering the return 
of the cash in this fund, had alread.v 
passed one branch of the city council 
They argued that it would he easier to 
turn in the cash to the treasury, than to 
go on to the market and purchase and 
afterwards sell a lot of securities. How 
ever, the petitioners insisted upon an im- 
mediate mandamus, and it was accord 
Ingly granted, compelling the commie 
bloners to invest the cash in that fund, as 
•well as that in the others.

Saturday, 3Ir. J. Mosisian, well known 


among the Armenian people of this city 
received a letter from a friend iuHarpoot, 
Turkey, informing him that his father, 
brother, sister and two cousins were killed 
by the Turkish soldiers. 
Mr. Mosisian 


has translated the letter for THE Sux, and 
it is given below:' 


HABPOOT, Turkey, Jan. 3, 189G. 


Dear friend J. Mosisiau 


The first thing I will tell you is that 


while we (the population of the village 
of Tadem) were in the village and were 
minding our own business, suddenly we 
learned that the village was surrounded 
by the Turks and Turkish soldiers, and a 
horrible panic fell upon us.. 


"While the people inquired of one an 


other ,'\Vhat is this? what is this?" ten 
of the Turks who were the leaders of the 
troops came into the 'village and went 
right to the house ot Hadjy Buzos (who is 
the leader of the Turks in this village.) • 


We do not know why they went there, 


but after an hour or two they called our 
two priests and ten of the prominent Ar- 
menians and said to them: 
"We have an 


order 
from 
our own government to 


kill 
all the 
Armenians 
here 
be- 


cause they have plotted against our gov- 
ernment. 
But first it is our duty to ask 


you whether or not your people will serve 
the true religion that we have. If they do 
not we are compelled to carry out the" or- 
ders we have received." 


Then one of tlie priests answered and 


said: "it is rather easier to die in Christ 
than to live in that way. I cannot tell 
the people to serve Mohammed, because 
I have told the people many times that 
Christ is our Saviour, and I cannot tell 
them to deny Christ and believe in Mo- 
hammed." 


"When the priest finished speaking they 


cut him into pieces and then did the same 
to the others. The soldiers were com- 
manded to attack the village and to spare 
none of tb.e Armenians. 


When 
they commenced the 
attack 


the 
poor 
inhabitants 
pleaded 
for 
mercy. 


Some ran to the mountains, others em- 


braced Mohamedauism and were spared. 


It is estimated that the number mas- 


sacred in this town was 200, about one- 
fourth of the number being children. 
Your 
father, brother, sister and two 


cousins suffered martyrdom. 


The soldiers burned houses nnd took 


away the cattle and everything. Look- 
ing upon the scene you can scarcely 
believe that there was ever a villa"e of 
Tadem. 


Your mother and I are living in Mtiziro, 


because the town of Miazira is safe, and I 
do not know why the soldiers have not 
attacked it.

" After the reception of the local military 
and civil authorities, corporations and 
clergy was completed, General Weyler ap- 
peared upon the balcony of the palaco and 
reviewed the troops.

But I wil 
not lack in the decision and energy of my 
character to punish, with all rigor that tho 
law enacts, those who in any way shall help 
the enemy or caluminate the prestige of our 
name. 


Putting aiide at present any idea of politics, 


my mission is the honorable one of flniahiuE 
tho war, and I only see in yon the loyal Span- 
iards who are to assist me to defeat the insur- 
gents. But her majesty's government is aware 
of what you are and of what you are worthy 
and the statutes ot peace that these provincea 
may obtain. It will grant yon, when it is deemed 
suitable to do so, the reforms that the govern- 
ment may think most proper, with the love of 
a mother to her children. • 


Inhabitants of Cuba, lend me your co-opera-

nil over New England, and the demand 
will be conceded when competition makes 
it an object to charge less than at present. 


Detroit has three cent car fares, as have 


some other places, but the cheapest street 
car ride in the world is to be had in Ifew- 
.ark, N. J. For one cent, passengers are. 
carried from the North Newark station of 
the Greenwood Lake railway to the Essex 
station of the Erie—a distance" of one mile. 
The cars, which are yellow and whitu af- 
fairs of antique pattern, run on Washing- 
ton avenue, following the Pass'aic River. 
There are just two cars on the entire'liue, 
employing three drivers. 
Two work while 


the other rests. It tnkes about one-halt 
hour to get from one end of the road to the 
other. The cars are never crowded, the 
average daily receipts being only about 
400 cents. 


Cheap as the fare is, many patrons of 


the road have 'numerous complaints to 
make. Some of them think that children 
.should be carried tor half fare, and others 
can't 
understand 
why the ' company 


doesn't issue transfers. 


People of an economical term go a long 


distance.out of their way to get the blnefit 
of the 1-cont line. They will leave trains 
at way stations before getting into New- 
ark, and trudge through rain, snow and 
mud to the cheap railway. They lose 
time and they ruin their clothes, but they 
save on car fares and are happy. 


In a prominent place in; each car it is 


announced that no person is allowed to 
rh'.e free,* The reasonableness of it strikes 
every faifmincled passenger. The -com- 
pany needs all the cents it cnn get to 
make both ends meet. Its expenses are 
not light. It has salaries to .pay, aud 
twenty-four horses to feed. Each.horse 
eats ten pounds of grain and twelve'of 
hay every day. In return for this feed he 
makes sis round trips. 


It is intended to run the cars by elec- 


tricity before long. When this change 
oncurs, the 1-cent railway will probably 
be more, but it will not be more than 
doubled. 
After the Newark company 


shall have shown now- to run an electric 
road on two cent fares the people of 'Low- 
ell can confidently ask the Lowell'and 
Suburban to come down a few pegs. One 
thing certain is that the local road is as 
well equipped as any in New England but 
on some routes there Is an urgent demand 
for more cars.
